"Don't get 
too close."' • The man continued to 
press forward and Loeb hit him on 
the jaw with • his fist and sent him 
staggering back-into the' crowd.

the senatorship, that Mr. Scofield had 
been his distributing agent and had 
sent $500 to a Door county merchant 
for the purpose of corrupting 
and 


bribing members of the legislature, in 
order to secure their votes for Mir. 
Sawyer for senator. . 


Considers Publication Libelous 


The 
defendants' demurred to the 


complaint and the trial court overruled 
the demurrers. The defendants then 
appealed to 'the supreme court, which 
now affirms the ruling of the. lower.

Will Be Unfavorably Talked

Washington, D. .,C.—Tlie 'action of 


the Interstate Commerce Commission 
in postponing the hearings 
on the 


subject of private car lines, their .re1 
lations with the railroads' and their 
charges until November. 1,. is likely 
to subject the conimisison : to much 
•unfavorable criticism. The opponents 
of rate legislation have all along con- 
tended that one of 'the greatest diffi- 
culties in the way. of the regulation 
of fates by'the government, was that 
the delays of the 'interstate commis- 
sion In several -cases' Ira'd .shown that 
their attempting to adjust aft differ- 
ences between shippers and carriers 
was an interminable task. 
To this 


the commission hag responded that 
'the delays have., been-due to the rail- 
roads who sought .postponements., and 
Kept .the .cases^.dragging. In this.in- 
stance .that defense will not ;lie, for 
the' attorneys did everything in> their 
power.'to ha-ve the case at-issue clos- 
ed on October 21st. They represent- 
ed that the commission, had examined 
all the witnesses in attendance; that 
it had volumes of testimony taken at 
previous hearings in various parts :of 
the country and nibre volumes of evi- 
dence^ submitted, in writing; finally, in 
ah effort to secure an-order at as 
early date, they .waived'all privileges 
of producing .witnesses and offered 
the case to. the commission, without 
argument. . The commission, however, 
decided to 
; continue the hearing • in 


November. Whether or. not, the case 
wi.ll then be closed is problematical.

DANGEROUS EMIGRATION. 


The New York Tribune 
calls the 


project of the Salvation Army leaders 
to bring over a large floating popu- 
lation of England for emigration pur- 
poses 
"Dangerous 
Emigration." It 


has built up forv itself a great bug 


hear out of nothing. 
Perhaps, some 


of the editors of tliat illustrious jour- 
nal fail to remember that two thirds 
of the' early setilers of Virginia and 
the American colonies were political 
prisoners, or worse than that felons 
taken from jails1 and shipped over by 
the ship load. In discussing the sub- 
ject-the paper says: 


The Salvation Army has 
done so 


much work of unquestionable bene 
ficence that we might hesitate to crit- 
icise unfavorably any of its plans for 
abating the evils of poverty, vice anc 
crime. 
But 
General Booth's 
latest 


proposal, if we understand it aright, 
certainly seems'to be of doubtful and 
worse than, doubtful discretion. It is 
well meant, but when regarded with- 
out the glamour of philanthropic en- 
thusiasm in which it was conceived 
and is viewed by its author it seems 
to be fraught with a grave menace 
of actually aggravating the evils it 
is Intended to alleviate. 


Briefly stated, the plan is1 to regard 


England as overpopulated and there- 
fore to promote wholesale* emigration 
of the intelligent, healthy, industrious 
and efficient elements of the popula- 
tion, leaving the ignorant, sick and 
helpless human derelicts behind. Now, 
of course, if there is to be any great 
emigration, those lands to which it 
is directed would (prefer .to have it 
of the character proposed. But what 
would be the effect upon England of 
thus taking away 
the 
brawn and 


brain of the people? "A bold peas- 
antry, 'their -country's 
pride, when 


once destroyed, 
can 
never be sup- 


plied," noi-'can they be supplied when 
removed by emigration. 
Such a pro- 


cess, carried to any considerable ex- 
tent—sufficiently 
to 
relieve the al- 


leged overcrowding of 
population— 


would be runinous to . the : mother 
country. It would leave there those 
who need to be cared for without any 
one to care for them. I 


But, before all that, 
It 
is to be 


questioned whether 
even 
England, 


and certainly whether the whole Uni- 
ted Kingdom, is' suffering from over- 
population. 
True, England has a 


dense population, about 541 to the 
square mile, and it is rapidly increas- 
ing, at the rate of 12 to 15 per cent 
in ten years. 
In Ireland there are 


only 145 to the mile, however, and 
in Scotland only 135. A dense popula- 
tion is not possible in Scotland, but it 
surely should be in Ireland, and the 
density in England cannot be regard- 
ed as excessive. Belgium' has a much 
more dense population, and her im- 
migration is greater than her. emi- 
gration. Holland has 418 to the mile, 
and makes no complaint of crowding. 
As for Germany, 
with 
287, she de- 


plores emigration, and France, with 
only 190,, laments her imdorpopula- 
tion. Among our own states, Rhode 
Island 
- has 
407, Massachusetts 349, 


New Jersey 250 and' New York 153 
to the''mile. ' The enormous average 
of England is due,' of course, to her 
groat .cities. Rural.England is not so 
densely populated as some of our 
states. 


Many thoughtful 
Englishmen 
ob- 


serve that of the entire area of Eiig- 
land only, three-fourtlis-'-is-under any- 
forni of cultivation:" One-Half of if.'is' 
pasture or meadow land 
and 
only 


one fourth in grain 
or 
other food 


crops. 
Now, i.t- might not be practi- 


cable to increase that one fourth to 
CO per cent, as in Belgium, but 'it 
surely might be increased, with a cor- 
responding increase of the self-feed- 
ing power.of the kingdom." If some 
of the millions of acres 
of . largely 


unproductive English land were made 
.highly productive, the condition of 
the people /would be improved, and 
many of the most competent obser- 
vers in England believe they could 
be made profitably productive under 
a proper system. 
In 
other 
words, 


they hold that it is not overpopula- 
tion, but an unwise fiscal system, that 
is1 the cause of the trouble. Prudence 
should, at any rate, suggest careful 
consideration of 
this 
phase -of the 


case before resort is made to the des- 
perate expedient suggested 
by 
the 


Salvation Army leader.

views of Mr. Randolph concerning 
canal matters.

turned from a visit to Panama with 
other members of the board and his 
opinions are Interesting and in view 
of the publication of the letter by the 
commission maj'| be considered semi- 
official. 


"What we do know is that it can be 


done; that Americans can do it and 
that in as short a time as so stupend- 
ous an 
undertaking can be 
put 


through," he says "We do know that
